DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applied 
art doesn't the limitations including: preparing a structured material composed of a 
plurality of columnar members containing a first component and a region containing a 
second component different from the first component surrounding the columnar 
members, the structured material being formed by depositing the first component and 
the second component on a substrate; removing the columnar members from the 
structured material to form a porous material having a columnar hole; and introducing a 
mask material into the columnar hole of the porous material to form a dot pattern; and 
removing the porous material (claim 1) and preparing a structured material composed of 
a plurality of columnar members containing a first component and a region containing a 
second component different from the first component surrounding the columnar 
members, the structured material being formed by sputtering the first component and 
the second component on a substrate; removing the columnar members from the 
structured material to form a porous material having a columnar hole; introducing a 
material into the columnar hole portions of the porous material to form a dot pattern ;and 
removing the porous material (claim 28). 

2. Applied prior art, Lehrer, describes forming the structure material having first and 
second component by exposing the photoresist.
